The  Treasurer's  Guarantee  PoHcy  for  $5,000,  in  the  London 
Guarantee  Company,  expires  ist  April,  1884.  His  second  pohcy 
in  Guarantee  Company  of  Canada  for  $5000  ex|jires  3olh  Decem- 
ber, 18S3. 

The  amount  due  by  the  Government  for  lands  taken  for  canal 
enlargement  has  not,  as  yet,  been  settled.  The  land  taken  ad- 
joins the  lands  sold  by  the  County  to  Messrs.  Thompson  and  Leech. 
In  their  deeds  from  the  County  "  all  lands  taken  for  canal  enlarge- 
ment are  excepted,"  but  this  oxeption  was  not  sufficient  in  the 
opinion  of  the  agent  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  who 
requires  that  a  quit-claim  be  f^ot  from  Messrs.  Thompson  and 
Leech,  wherein  the  particular  land  taken  by  metes  and  bounds  are 
described.  Mr.  Thomjjson  has  kindly  consented  to  execute,  and 
as  Mr.  Leech  has  been  absent  from  home  all  summer  I  have  been 
unable  to  have  his  quit-claim  executed  ;  he  was  expected  back 
about  the  ist  inst.,  after  which  he  will  execute  at  the  first  op|)or- 
tunity,  which  will  then  enable  us  to  close  up  this  matter  probably 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  Hie  qur.ntity  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment is  20  42-100  acres,  part  lots  27  and  28,  in  4th  concession  of 
Humberstone,  and  the  amount  to  be  jjaid  is  $)  225.20. 

A  deed  has  been  received  from  the  Lattimore  estate  for  land 
taken  in  connection  with  the  iJaly  Lilch,  composed  of  part  lot  25, 
in  first  concession  of  Wainfleet,  comprising  about  ijd  acres,  and 
the  sum  of  $275  ])aid,  agreeing  with  report  of  sjiecial  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  Garner  and  Lee. 

The  Messrs.  Willson  and  Reevely  mortgage  has  been  paid  and 
same  discharged. 

The  amount  outstanding  on  county  mortgages,  including 

interest  for  current  year,  is $10,686 

The  amount  paid  in  during  the  year  is 10,1 73 

I  would  suggest  that  in  future  each  municipality  should  order 
their  blanks  direct  from  the  stationers  and  then  they  can  gef  jusi 
what  they  require  and  no  more.  With  the  present  arrangement 
they  get  part  here  and  jiart  ihey  have  lo  order  direct  at  all  cvcnl;i,

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which  seems  unnecessary  work,  and  often  double  express  charges, 
which  should  be  done  witi.  one  order.  The  system  which  is  now 
established  was  inlrodiiced  years  ago  when  not  so  many  blanks  were 
used  nor  so  many  changes  made  in  the  municipal  law.  where  now 
frequent  changes  are  made,  and  blanks  that  are  good  for  this  year 
arc  useless  for  next — a  quantity  of  such  I  have  now  remaining  over 
in  office.  By  each  ordering  for  themselves  would  avoid  any  loss, 
as  just  enough  would  be  ordered  to  fill  the  year,  and  I  am  sure  it 
would  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  municipal  clerks.

OF  ONTARIO  RE  LAND  TRANSFER. 

To  the  Legislative  Assembly  oj  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

The  petition  of  the  County  Council  of  the  County  of  Welland, 
Humbly  Sheweth  : 

That  your  petitioners  are  desirous  that  some  simple  and  inex- 
pensive system  of  Land  Transfer  should  be  adopted  in  this  Pro- 
vince, whereby  land-holders  may  be  able  to  deal  with  their  lands 
with  great  facility,  and  may  not  be  subject  to  the  delays  and  ex- 
penses which  are  common  under  the  present  system. 

That  the  present  system  of  Land  Transfer  is  objectionable  on 
the  following  grounds  : 

First.  I:  is  expensive  ;  and  as  the  number  of  transactions  in- 
creases, expense  will  increase  also. 

Second.  It  frequently  causes  serious  delays,  loss  and  disap- 
pointment to  |)roperty-holders. 

Third.     It  is  uncertain ;  land  owners  having  no  guarantee  of 

the  soundness  of  their  titles. 
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Fourth.  It  is  complex  ;  and  by  the  increase  h  the  number  of 
registries,  the  investigation  of  title  is  constantly  becoming  more  dif- 
ficult and'complicated. 

^rhat  your  petitioners  have  been  informed  that  for  the  last 
twenty-five  years  there  has  been  in  operation  in  Australia  a  system 
of  Land  Transfer  known  as  the  "  The  Torrens  System,"  whereby 
titles  are  rendered  indefeasible,  and  a?  good  as  if  held  directly  by 
patent  from  the  Crown ;  and  land  has  been  made  as  easily  transfer- 
able as  a  fhare  in  a  bank  or  incorporated  company. 

That  your  petitioners  are  most  desirous  that  a  similar  system 
be  introduced  into  this  Province  as  speedily  as  })Ossible. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  : 

That  your  Honorable  House  will  be  pleased  to  ta'  into  your 
favorable  consideration  any  measure  having  for  its  object  the  sim- 
plification of  the  Laws  for  the  Transfer  of  Land  ;  and  if  it  shall  be 
found  that  the  Torrens  System  has  proved  successful  in  Australia, 
to  adapt  the  same  to  the  requirements  of  this  Province. 

And  further,  that  such  amendments  be  made  in  the  Laws  re- 
specting Real  Estate,  and  tb-^  tenure  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  effective  administration  of  the  proposed  new  system.

N.  B.-Munsie  against  Lindsay,  tried  May,  1882,  in  Chancery, 
at  1  oronto,  is  a  fair  specimen  of  the  way  farmers  and  other  land- 
holders are  wronged  under  '.he  present  system,  [.indsay  bought  in 
good  faith  Lot  9,  Con.  i.  Albion,  County  of  l*eel,  about  fiflecn 
years  ago,  from  Munsie.  By  the  Registry  Otilice,  it  appeared  thot 
William  Munsie  died  in  1854,  willing  the  property  to  his  wife  fur 
life,  after  her  death  to  his  son  Robert.  The  widow  and  Roben 
deeded  to  another  brother,  who  sold  to  Lindsay.  I'Aerything  ap- 
peared all  right  on  registry,  but  on  the  death  of  the  widow,  ((uiie 
recently,  it  was  found  the  will  to  Robert  was  bad,  as  he  was  a  wit- 
ness to  the  will.  The  Statute  of  Limitations  did  not  begin  to  run 
till  the  death  of  the  widow,  about  1880.  The  con.se(iuence  is  that 
Lindsay,  although  he  and  Robert  Munsie  had  had  |)ossession  over 
thirty  years,  loses  his  land.  The  loss  has  proved  most  disastrous. 
Under  the  new  .system  such  a  thing  could  not  hap|)en.  This  is  one 
instance,  among  many,  of  hardship  and  wrong  done  by  tiie  present 
law.
